Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 14-21 and 28-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the 
photodiode where in the photodiode and the submount are directly bonded to one 
another by the eutectic mixture of the first and second metallizations. This limitation is 
found in the above claims and is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, 
alone or in combination.
